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PALESTINE  PARTITION 
SLOWED,  MAY  BE  STOPPED 


NEC  Letter*  Effective 

With  some  1600  men.  women  and 
children  now  dead  of  violence  in  Pales- 
tine  since  Nov.  29,  the  unwisdom  of 
the  UN  partition  L  recommendation  is 
becoming  better  appreciated.  NEC  has 
been  the  only  nation-wide  organization 
to  tale  a  strong  stand  against  partition 
from  the  beginning,  and  to  warn  of  its 
dangers  to  U.S.A. 

“If  more  American  groups  are  not 
willing  to  take  a  stand  on  controversial 
questions,”  commented  NEC  President 
Merwin  K.  Hart,  “well-organized  mi¬ 
norities  can  commit  this  country  to  al¬ 
most  anything.  They  can  commit  us  to 
something  which,  like  partition,  can  in¬ 
volve  us  in  another  world  war,  and  in 
addition  can  drive  natural  allies  of  the 
U.S.A.  like  the  Arab*  into  the  arms  of 
Soviet  Russia — our  great  enemy." 

In  Washington  many  high  govern¬ 
ment  officials  and  Congressional  leaders 
now  concede  that  partition  was  s  colos¬ 
sal  blunder. 

If  U.S.A.  concedes  to  UN  the  right 
to  order  partition  of  any  country,  this 
could  some  day  be  urged  as  a  precedent 
for  a  UN  majority  of  small,  left-wing 
countries,  wonting  with  Soviet  Russia, 
to  ask  partition  of  the  U.S.A.  Long 
term  Communist  planners  proposed 
forming  our  Southern  Stales  into  a 
separate  "Negro  Soviet  Republic”  af¬ 
filiated  with  the  USSR.  This  plan  was 
explained  in  Economic  Council  Letter 
No.  186,  and  already  has  made  a  deep 
impresaion  upon  thinking  men  and 
women. 

A  man  well  known  in  American  pub- 
lio  life  reported: 

“Your  three  letters  on  ‘Palestine’  are 
superb  both  in  the  accuracy  of  their 
facts  ss  well  as  in  the  accuracy  of  their 

«  redactions.  .  .  .  You  have  perhaps 
ittle  idea  of  the  effect  they  have  had  in 
changing  public  opinion — particularly 
in  those  very  circles  whose  opinion  car¬ 
ries  weight.  By  bringing  out  the  facts 
so  courageously  you  have  performed  a 
great  public  service,  the  full  value  of 
which  will  be  measured  and  appreci¬ 
ated  in  year*  to  come.” 

It  ia  an  open  secret  that,  to  his  great 


credit.  Sec.  of  Defense  James  W.  For- 
ratal  has  seen  the  danger  to  the  U.S. 
in  pressing  this  vicious  plan  for  parti- 
lion,  and  has  strongly  opposed  it  All 
true  Americana  will  approve  his  atti¬ 
tude. 

HART  SPEAKS 
ON  NETWORK 

Merwin  K.  Hart,  NEC  President, 
spoke  over  the  network  of  lire  American 
Broadcasting  System  on  Monday  eve¬ 
ning,  Feb.  23.  His  subject:  “Let*  Not 
Subsidize  European  Socialism.” 

Excerpts:  "If  we  could  teach  Europe 
what  free  enterprise  has  done  for  us — 
what  it  can  do  for  them,  we  would  he 
doing  far  more  than  the  mere  giving  of 
goods  and  dollars.  .  .  . 

“It  ia  unsafe  to  believe  Soviet  Rus¬ 
sia  is  really  against  the  Marshall  Plan 
despite  appearance*  and  despite  the 
propaganda.  The  Communists  are  for 
anything  that  weakens  us  as  a  free  en¬ 
terprise  nation.  .  .  . 

"Why  can’t  Europe  learn  the  secret 
of  how  the  United  State*  has  been  able 
to  achieve  so  much?  Here  come  six¬ 
teen  nations  of  Europe,  all  socialist  in 
varying  degrees,  asking  us  to  help  them. 
If  we  had  not  had  our  private  enter¬ 
prise  system  all  these  years,  we  couldn't 
do  it  .  .  . 

"The  whole  project  of  aiding  Europe 
should  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  com- 
miMioo,  the  chairman  and  a  lubctAn* 
tial  majority  of  whom  shall  be  buxi¬ 
nes*  men  with  a  record  of  high  achieve¬ 
ment  in  private  enterprise.  They  should 
be  men  who  believe  in  private  enter¬ 
prise  and  in  the  incentive  system,  and 
are  convinced  that  recovery  can  only 
come  through  production.  The  chair¬ 
man  should  be  given  Cabinet  rank  and 
serve  directly  under  the  President.  Our 
purpose  should  be  frankly  to  convert 
Europe  back  to  privsle  enterprise.  . . . 

“Let's  not  accept  the  Marshall  Plan 
or  u.  Let's  amend  it  to  conform  with 
what  we  have  learned  from  our  own 
experience.  Let’s  cot  invest  private  eu- 


NEC  OPPOSES 
BILL  ON  CO-OPS 

NEC  has  taken  a  strong  position 
against  bill  S.  2107,  on  cooperatives, 
introduced  in  the  Senate  by  Senator 
Capper  of  Kansas,  and  hat  asked  to 
appear  before  the  Committee  on  Agri¬ 
culture  and  Forestry,  which  ia  consider¬ 
ing  it. 

The  Capper  bill  would  establish 
within  the  Dept,  of  Agriculture  a  “Di¬ 
vision  of  Cooperatives.”  which  would: 
(1)  Do  research  and  furnish  advisory 
service  to  co-ops;  (2)  Assemble  data 
for  Co-ops;  (3)  Disseminate  available 
information  “for  the  use  and  benefit" 
of  co-opt;  (4)  Help  in  organising  Co¬ 
ops 

Said  Merwin  K.  Hart,  NEC  Presi¬ 
dent:  “There  can,  of  course,  be  no  ob¬ 
jection  to  the  right  of  producers  or 
consumers  to  organize  cooperative*  for 
their  own  benefit.  But  it  is  another 
thing  to  tee  such  organizations  becom¬ 
ing  to  vast  that,  being  tax-exempt,  thev 
enter  into  unequal  competition  with 

Srivate  business,  which  mutt  pay  taxes. 

the  federal  government  now  estab¬ 
lishes  such  a  bureau  it  will  be  entering 
actively  into  the  effort  to  destroy  the 
taxpaying  businesses  which  support  it 
in  the  interests  of  a  system  that  does 
not  If  cooperatives  supplant  private 
business,  we  shall  find  that  socialism 
bos  come  in  the  back  door.”
